The young ones in their 
larval state consume large quantities of 
decaying vegetable and animal matter 
aud it has been computed thai wore il not 
for this work foul odors and poisonous 
particles would so predominate in the air 
as to breed disease of a typhoid or 
malarial nature. The service thus done to 
mankind by tho larvro of the flics could 
not well bo calculated. 


Tho eye of a common housefly, magni- 


fied by a microscope of several d'iamotors 
aud thon photographed, was shown upon 
the canvas. It was, the professor said 
true to life, for the photographic process 
had boon so perfected as to teproduce ex- 
actly the magnified eyo, In this way the 
eye of tho insect was shown in giant pro- 
PCH lions, eighteen feet In diameter 
It 


looked like a groat slice of honeycomb It 
was divided Into hundreds of six-sided 
luce Is, each one of which, it was said was 
a perfect eye in itself, Conspquonlly, the 
oyo of tho lly was in reality a complex or 
rornpound oyo, wliich was constantly look- 
ing in aU directions. The microscope had 
revealed the fact that the single oyo of 
of'no fes'stti'an S,'(i^"peYfect eyes looting 
^.^Ld'.^otions. This --^--pfotSetrdu 
against its enemies. 


Iho maguilied photograph of the fly's 


wing was shown on the screen, and while 
it was in sight, Prof. Bickmore said that 
caieful study of tho nature of the insect 
had shown that its wings movod slowly 
or rapidly, according tothefiamo of mind 
of the insect. Whon it was iu pain or 
under excitement from fear, as when 
some of Its natural enemies camo in sight, 
the wings moved rapidly, and thoir 
vibration was such as to give out a musi- 
cal note of a high, pitch. Whon the fly 
wa=, going about at its ordinary rate and 
was calmly sailing through the air in 
search of food, the wings moved slowly 
and the note was of a lower pitch. The 
fiame of mind of the Hy could thus be as 
accurately ascertained by the pitch of 
Us wings as that of somo human beings 
could be by the pitch of their voices. 


Several magnl'led photographs of the 


mosquito were shown,and whila speaking 
of this Insect, Prof. BIctcmore said that In 
some of tlie colder countries of both con- 
tinents mosquitoes abounded in greater 
numbers than in the temperate or tropi- 
cal countries. "We think we know some- 
thing of mosquitoes here," said Prof. 
Bickmore, "and there are said to be some 
In Jersey,but in Siberia they exist in such 
swarms as to make life almost unendur- 
able. In Labrador last summer we found 
that il was only a few moments afler our 
ship came into tlie harbor before tho 
vessel was covered from stern to stern 
wilh theso pests." 


One species of the hemiptera, which was 


said to be the most dangerous of all that 
class of insects, was tho phylloxera, which 
lives upon grapevines. It has seriously 
threatened the vineyards of all Europe, 
the lecturer said. It had its origin in 
America, and was supposed to hav) been 
taken to Europe in somo plants that were 
shipped abioad. It is a minute insect, 
which does its work Just below the surf ace 
of the ground, boring into the root and 
drawing away the sap. As it works under 
ground its presence cannot bo detected 
until the damage to the vine is apparent, 
and then it is tco late. In tho low-lying 
countries some help in exterminating the 
insect is secured by flooding the vineyards 
at about the tirae of year when the insects 
abound In greatest numbers, and thus 
drowning them. 


Among the insects shown were some 


dragon flies. Contrary to the general 
belief that this Insect was dangerous and 
had a vicious sting, Prof. Biokmore said 
that it was not only harmless but a good 
friend to man, because it skims over the 
stagnant pools and quiet lakes where 
mosquitoes breed and eats them. Some 
experiments have been made to ascertain 
if dragon llies could not be bred in suf- 
ficient numbers to completely exterminate 
the mosquito, but they had not been suc- 
cessful.

esting body, no doubt partly fiom tlio 
mystery onco associated with Us origin 
and partly owing to Its rarity aud conse- 
quently high value. Ills now known to 
be exorotPd by tiie sperm whale, Pity utter 
macroccphaliui. but It Is still uncertain 
Whether it is a pathological product or tho 
thlckonod Insoluble part of the f roces. In 
earlier times this peculiar grey fatty sub- 
a place In mouricaTdictlonarios'as°ii 'reined 
dy for adynamlo fevers, chronic catarrh 
and nervous diseases, In dose* of one to 
throo grains. 


Chemically, ambergris does not so«m to 


have attracted much attention. Its chiof 
constituents uro fat of a ouo]«st«rin na- 
ture, and a volatile oil to which th* por- 
fumo Is duo. Tho specific, gravity of the 
pure article varies between 0.8 and 0.92 
and Jt should bo readily soluble In ether 
and hot alcohol. As, being a vory valu- 
able substance, ambergris 1« liable to 
adulteration, in which rosin plays an im- 
portant part, It Is also regarded as an es- 
sential oharaclor of tho unsophisticated 
substance that a rod hotneodlo plungud 
'nto it and withdrawn should not bo found 
'oadod with a resinous mass. 


By far the larger proportion of amber- 


gris is found floating on the sea or 
washed upon the shore. 
Sometimes 


however, It sooms to have been extracted 
from tho carcass of whales, and sometimes 
has been dug up out of the ground. Some- 
thing less than a decade since a piece of 
ambergris weighing twalvo pounde was 
sold for £800, by a ilrm of London wholo- 
falo druggists; this lump was found 
strangely enough In a NewZeaiand cravel 
1 u aua Uuu mmuiniiy ocon reckoned as 
cuo of tho largest pieces of genuine 
nmbergrls over heard of.

It 
would appear that there B generally more 
available that can be traced in the official 
statistics of tho import, but, In spite of 
this, tho market haa never undergone the 
notable depression which would bo tho 
natural result of the appearance of v»st 
masses of ambergris, such as hove Ix-en 


i referred to above. 


Tho Indian Ocean was in the past, one 


of tho most productive sources of th« per- 
fume; in tho last decade of the envon- 
tcfutii century It was found plentifully on 
tlie shores of Mauritius, Reunion and 
Rodiiqupz islands, prwtly nearly In Ihe 
same laiitudo nnd duo east of Madagascar. 
Some of tho Inlets In tnis part of t. e In- 
dian Ocean wore so rich In ambergris, as 
toeani the title "Isles d' Ainbre;" It was 
also plentifully found on the Madras 


i Islands west of Ceylou, and in the Japs- 
| nenoseas. 


During the last decade or eo tho Ant- 


I aictlc Ocean has supplied London with 
the bulk of the ambergris which has ap- 
poared upon Its market, 
Tho Industry 


was carried on by Now Zealand and Tas- 
aniamn whalers, but the latter have drop- 
pod out of competition, and Now Zealand 
will probably continue for some years to 
supply us with tho perfume. Indispensa- 
ble to perfumery as the substance seems 
to be, since It stljl forms an article of 
commerce, at nuoh extravagant prices, 
11 appears to bo becoming necessary either 
to find a substitute or to learn somehow 
the way to do without it. Spermaceti 
whales aro believed to bo getting scarcer 
year by year, and, consequently, tho sup- 
ply of ambergris must gradually grow 
loss. 


The latest excitement In the amber- 


gris market has been caused by tho 
Importation from Melbourne, of a piece 
weighing 136 pounds, and valuod at £10.- 
000; tho matter still remains involved
